It is one of the evidences of the demoralizing effect •> 
of tobacco that so many that use the weed are careless of 
the rights of others who do not, and dehle the air which 
other people have to breathe.

Such stables where no provision is 
made for the protection of manure 
are far too many. , 

The application of the manure to 
the field cannot be recommended in 
any dellnile way because the phy- 
sical condition of every farm is not 
the same, but whenever the Held* 
are level, it is most economical to 
haul manure to the Held soon after 
it is made. Tins could not be ad- 
vised on rolling laud as loss will 
incur through leaching and erosion. 
Top dressing is good on level mead* 
if manure is not 
When the manure is 
in an unrolled condition 
it is then best to plough it under. 

Krom the application of manure 
Ihe soil gains a three-fold betietlt. 
The lift is the manure adds plant 
food material to tho soil, since 
through its ^composition the valu- 
able elements of phosphorous and 
potash are made available from the 
soil minerals containing them.

Ilcfore the farmer can know ex- 
actly how much he has made or lost 
in a >■ ai . he MM know two things. 
First, be mii-l know the amount of 
Ins iet capital al the beginning of 
tin' year, Bwond, he must know the 
amount of bis net capital at lie' Ma* 
of the >ear. 

If Ihe net capital al Ihe end of the 
>. ai- is greater than the net capital 
at I lie beginning of the year, there

On the older band, if the net cap- 
ital is less at the end of the year

To Hud the amount of his net cap- 
ital, the farmer should prepare two 
h«|s, one of his resources, and the 
other of his liabilities.

The resources will include money 
in pocket ami in bank; promissory 
8*686 of other people; unpaid inter- 
est on such notes; all amounts for 
which other people arc in debt to 
you on open account; lands; build- 
ings; horses, cattle and other live 
slock; grain and growing crops; hay 
and fodder; farm machinery, tools 
and implements; harness; unexpired 
lire insurance, and all other property 
which he possesses. 

What Tour Liabilities Include 

The liabilities will include mort- 
gages or notes which you have given 
to other people for money they have 
loaned you; all debts on open ac- 
counts which you owe other people; 
unpaid inlet est un notes and mort- 
k' if - unpaid wages due lo hired 
help; unpaid taxes; unpaid rent, and 
any other debts or claims which 
other people hold against you. 

The best time for a farmer to pre- 
pare these two lists of resources and 
liabilities is in late winter or early 
spring, when as a rule other work 
is lightest, and there is tho smallest 
quantity of property on hand.
